CANNED GOODS FOR SUFFERERS 
War Relief Services, National Catholic 


Welfare Conference lias opened a drive to 
collect twenty million cans of food for the 
war-stricken people of Europe and the Far 
East. 


The campaign affords citizens an oppor- 


tunity in an inexpensive way to spread 
Christmas Cheer to persons who for years 
have had barely enough food to keep body 
and soul together. The food will be dis- 
tributed without distinction of race or creed 
to all whose regular supply of food is under- 
normal. 


Throughout the archdiocese of New York, 


which includes Ulster County, the quota is 
seven million cans. Monsignor M. J. Drury 
is the director here. 


The campaign now underway will continue 


through December 16.. 


HOUSING 


War housing units now unused can be tun- 


verted for veterans' families either where 
they are,, or knocked down and rebuilt in 
more critical areas. This is the purpose of 
a 524,000,000 appropriation introduced in 
the House with which the Senate is expected 
to concur. Flimsy and unsatisfactory as 
such buildings generally are, they will yield 
only temporary shelter. To the veteran, 
however, such a roof is better than none. 


The nation realizes such a step is merely 


a makeshift. Local communities are stir- 
ring to the obligation to build permanent 
homes. New. York state,, which Governor 
Dewey says is 16 years behind its needs, is 
working through its division of housing to 
find quarters for those of its million, re- 
turning service men who want'homes of their 
own. 
Cleveland's housing committee, claim- 


ing some credit for influencing the congres- 
sional appropriation, has. asked local supply 
companies to install a voluntary priority to. 
speed completion of 1,000 homes in that area 
this winter. 


The magnitude'of the problem is seen in 


the fact that there are only 140,000 building 
contractors actively engaged throughout the 
country now as against 500,000 in 1940.' 
Many would doubtless resume the construc- 
tion business, and afford jobs for veterans 
in so doing, if there were prospects of ob- 
taining building materials. Lumber and 
brick supplies, though loosening up, are be- 
low need; wood shingles scarcely to be had; 
hardwood flooring insufficient for projects 
already begun; plumbing commodities not 
expected to improve before spring. 


The newly-created construction division ol 


the Department of Commerce may help. It 
is set to canvass available building materials 
and their distribution. Speed and intelli- 
gence are essential in this matter. 


HUNTERS COME TO STAY 


South Dakota is developing a new kind of 


business, which not only nets it a sizeable 
annual revenue but is spreading knowledge 
of the stale. This is pheasant hunting which 
runs from September 1 to February 1. As 
many as 100,000 gun-toting visitors arc ex- 
pected this year. They come from every 
slate in the union, flood hotels, spill out into 
farm houses. They leave, besides board and 
lodging fees and incidentals, 520 each for 
licenses. Plants So freeze and ship the game 
have become a major industry during Ihe 
season. Last year almost 6,500,000 of the 
beautiful birds were bagged.

The argument against General Patlon Is that 


although he If a wonderful commander In 
the 


Held, he li a pretty poor administrator and that 
he docs not undcntand politics at all. This is a 
generalized statement of what Is being said on all 
tides, and having had some experience with propa- 
ganda, particularly o£ the whispering kind, I have 
Iwcomc suspicious of the unanimous character of 
the above judgment. Too many who could 
not 


know arc saying the same thing; therefore some- 
body laid it down as something to be believed. Jt 
is a dictum of propaganda, that If a lie is repeated 
often enough, it comes to be believed. 


So I have been making inquiries, and the story 


I get is that some newspapermen and left-wing 
government agents have been laying for George 
J'atton because they do not like him. These left- 
wingers know that the general has a strong tem- 
per, which the Germans found troublesome in the 
field of battle, and therefore they needle him Into 
outbursts of wrath at them, which, when general- 
ized and repeated out of context, get him into 
trouble. I have not been in Europe and cannot 
speak from first-hand information, but I feel that 
it is simple justice to give the side that seems to 
have had no representation. 


A tricky reporter can, like a shyster lawyer, 


cross up an amateur whose business is not asking 
or answering questions. Businessmen have in re- 
cent years found that, they have to hire public 
relations counsel to protect them against the kind 
of inquisition which involves a ycs-or-no answer 
to the query, "Have you stopped beating your 
wife again?" 
Of course, no decent person asks 


such a question just as no decent person picks' a 
pocket. 


On the particular occasion when General Pat- 


ton got himself into a jam on account of which 
he was removed from his own heroic Third Army, 
he was put through the kind of criss-cross ques- 
tioning which Mr. Roosevelt used to handle both 
brilliantly and gallantly, making the questioners 
look like natural-born dopes. 
Patton apparently 


lacks that skill. At one time,- he did say: "Don't 
you put words in my mouth," but that only en- 
couraged his cross-examiners. I am 
told 
that 


they asked him long, involved questions, ending in 
the query, "Isn't that so?" To that sort of thing, 
the interrogated should ask, "Isn't what so?" But 
it Is' difficult to be both a gentleman and cagey, 
particularly when a rude fellow is blowing smoke 
out of his pipe into your face. 


So they got into an argument, as to whether 


Pfltton had or had not said that 98 per cent of the 
Germans were Nazis. And when Patton com- 
plained that he was being made to say somethinR 
that he had not said, he was forced to ask whether 
he was'being called a liar and it was said in his 
presence that he was being so called—and to me, 
it is astonishing that somebody was not carried 
out pummelled beyond recognition. 


Now, according to the account which was given 


to me. a number of persons were present at this 
interview and some of them discussed Patton be- 
fore and after it and much of the conversation is 
recorded in a form which makes ugly reading. 
The entire row means little, but the veracity of 
American reporting is involved. Some of those 
present avoided the 'entire matter because they 
felt that George Patton was subjected to a Max 
Steuer cross-examination in the hope 
that he 


would lose his temper and ultimately say some- 
thing that would make headlines if properly played 
up. It is an old journalistic trick to trap the un- 
willing and unwary victim of the genteel art of 
interviewing, but decent newspapermen permit a 
man to say what he wants to say. My own habit, 
when I was a reporter, was to request the inter- 
viewed to sign the interview as evidence of good 
faith on either side. 


. I should like to sec the heads of the Three 


American news agencies, the Associated Press, the 
International News Service and the United Press, 
investigate this situation thoroughly and make a 
public report concerning it.

FAINFUL SPOTS, INDIGESTION 


A heavyweight wrestler was rejected by mili- 


tary medical officers because of "indigestion." He 
told the examining ofliccrs that he could cat any- 
thing and everything but that he had lot of gas and 
some sore spots over the region of his stomach, 
belching, hunger pains, and pain after eating. As 
digestive disturbances, including ulcer of. stomach 
and of small intestines, is the commonest cause of 
illness in the Armed Forces, time and money is sav- 
ed by rejecting these men, who, however, can do 
their regular work as civilians. 


Some years ago I spoke of the difference be- 


tween pain from gall bladder and ulcer; in gall blad- 
der the patient put his whole hand over the painful 
spot in abdomen, whereas in ulcer the patient put 
the tip of his finger over the pain. 


In wrestlers, boxers, men doing physical work, 


such as lifting, little points of pain are caused by 
tears or other injuries to the muscles alwut lower 
end of breast bone (sternum) and alongside the 
muscles running straight up and down .in abdomen. 
The result is little nodules or lumps at the junc- 
tion of the elastic tissue of the muscle and its fib- 
rous part which it attached to a bor.e or bo'nes.. In 
this case the bone is the sternum,

the stomach directly under the skin affect the stom- 
ach and digestion when these inu5c!e.< have nothing 
to do ivitii digestion in the stomach? 


In Clinical .Medicine. Dr. 15. JJ. Gutsiein. Ken-

H is 
at least plausible that irritations of the fibrosities 
may cause referred pain or tenderness in stomach 
and small intestine and thus affect digestion.

Of course, some physicians tvmilcJ point out Hint 


the very presence of fooii in liic stomach could 
stretch the stomach so that its wails would press 
against the nodules and cause painful spun.

Mr. Green expresses very sin- 


cerely and forthrightly a point of 
view tenaciously held by many 
conservative Republicans who are 
so convinced of the Tightness of 
their conservatism :that they at- 
tribute all the major defeats the 
party has suffered since 1942 to a 
failure to be even more positively 
or emphatically conservative than 
the Republican candidates -have 
been. 


The Illinois governor 
reflects 


undoubtedly in his expressions on 
foreign policy some of the. same 
sentiments which made pre-war 
isolationism so powerful in the 
middle west in.the .congressional 
elections only to be off set, by huge 
Democratic gains in congressional 
seats elsewhere in the presidential 
elections.

Undoubtedly the history of poll- 


tics shows that a protest vote 
accumulates in due time and turns 
the incumbent party out of office 
but also it shows that the winning 
party had- either a slogan or. a 
cause or .a program that seemed 
an alluring alternative..

Hulutao, Manchuria, Dec. 10 UP! 


—Pawed over by three armies and 
now_ in the hands of a fourth, this 
peaceful Manchurian fishing and 
railroad town finds its industrial 
life, practically reduced to activi- 
ties of roving, peanut and candy 
salesmen. 


These peddlers are done up in 


black' tennis shoes, quilted cotton 
clothing, and fur caps to protect 
their ears' from. the bitter cold. 
Their display cases are open trays 
suspended from a long pole which 
they lug over their shoulders. 


Warfare has had little effect on 


the peanut business. The salesmen 
sell to whatever arrny is in town 
and can' make change in prac- 
tically any kind of currency. But 
the war has raised merry Ned 
with everything else in Hulutao. 


This is one of the 
few all- 


weather ports on Liaotung Gulf 
arid has direct railroad access to 
Chinhsien about 40 miles to the 
north, one of the largest cities in 
southern Manchuria. 


The Japanese used it as one of 


the main ports in the area to sup- 
ply their armies and drain off 
Manchurian wealth. Since the war 
ended, both Russian and. Chinese 
Communist troops have further 
picked it clean. Chinese govern- 
ment forces, who occupy it now, 
inherited only the task of rebuild- 
ing.

rescue squadrons droned seaward 
for the fifth successive day today, 
eager to scan more closely the 
area where floating objects yester- 
day raised—then dashed—hopes 
that survivors among 27 missing 
navy airmen had been sighted. 


At dawn 193 navy planes from 


Jacksonville and 24 long range 
patrol bombers from Pcnsacola 
were flung into the renewed search 
for the crews of five torpedo 
bombers that wingctTout over the 
Atlantic Wednesday into total 
silence. 


"We haven't given up hope yet,' 


a navy spokesman' said. "Jf those 
men are still alive we'll do every- 
hmg possible to find them." 


Navy air and surface craft were 


joined in the hunt by scores of 
army planes based in the state. 


It was an army bomber from 


Boca Raton field that yesterda 
sent rescue vessels and plane 
speeding eastward with a report 
that crew members were "almost 
sure" they had spotted two life 
™-s tossing on th.e ocean about 
300 miles due east of Melbourne. 


Hopes were exploded when the 


navy reported that investigation 
proved the "rafts" to be packing 
cases bobbing in the water. 


A short time after the bomber's 


alert; the tanker Erwin Russell 
lashed word it was standing by in 
he same area to .pick up sur- 
vivors from a lifcrafr, but a cor- 
rective message once again blasted 
hopes. The tanker radioed it had 
been mistaken and that its find 
was . merely a naval tow target 
used in gunnery practice.
